PROGRESS OF THE 


TELEPHONE LINES 


New York. March 29.—The annual 


stock holder's meeting of the Ameri- 
can Telegraph and Telephone com- 
pany, held in this city today, marked 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the in- 
vention of the telephone by Prof Bell. 
In a retrospect of the progress since 
that time the report of Acting Presi- 
dent Alexander Cochrane said: 


"Twenty years ago there were 47,- 


880 telephone subscribers in the Unit- 
ed States and 29,714 miles o£ wire in 
use for telephonic purposes. 
At the 


end of last year there were 808,880 
sxchange stations equipped with our 
nstruments, and 1,961,801 miles of 
wire were employed for exchange and 
toll service. 
The estimated number 


of daily exchange conections is '5,- 
668,986, or about 1,825,000,000 per year. 
The investment in line connections, e- 
quipment and supplies for the long 
distance system up to Dec. 31 1900 
was ?16,152,020."

Every School House on the Islands To Be Decked with 


Red, 
White and Blue, July 4. 


Chicago, March 29.—American flags 


—nearly two tons of them—have been 
contracted for in Chicago, wKh "rush 
orders," that, on July 4, the red white 
and bule may flutter from every school 
house in Porto Rico, teaching the les- 
son of Independence day to youn" and 
old alike in the island. 
The plans 


of the government are that by the 
end of the year the flag will be as 
familiar a sight in the towns and vil- 
lages of the Philippines. 


The order of the government calls 


for flags of all sizes—small ones that 
the school children can wave from win- 
dows or carry through the streets 
and into their homes, and large flags 
to float from flag staffs and building 
roofs over the head of 
marching 


troops and citizens on the day that 
they are learning to celebrate." 


Each island prototype of the little 


red school .house will have a com- 


plete outfit of the national flag. There 
will be flags for the pupils, a flag to 
drape above the teacher's desk, and a 
flag to flutter lazily over the school- 
house yard.

HAS STRUCK A SNAG 


OWNERS WILL NOT LEASE ATH- 


LETIC PARK FOR THAT DAY. 


Old Soldiers Object to the Desecration 


of the Day with 
a Base Ball 


Game — Beloit-Wieconsin Contest 
Must Be Called Off or' Another 
Ground Secured. 


If Janesville secures a base ball 


game between the teams of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and Beloit col- 
lege, on Memorial day this year, it 
•will have to be played on some other 
grounds than Athletic park. 


Out of respect for the members of 


W. H. Sargent Post, No. 20, G. A. R., 
and for all old soldiers who consider 
that the observance of the thirtieth 
of May should be kept sacred to the 
memory of the nations' dead heroes, 
the management of Athletic park has 
absolutely refused to rent the grounds 
on that day. 


This is the outgrowth of the trouble 


last year when the Grand Army en- 
tered a protest against the game which 
was played here by these same educa- 
tional institutions on that day. 
Des- 


pite this protest the game was played 
arid was a great financial success, the 
gate receipts amounting to about $600. 
A great deal of bitter feeling preceded 
last year's game but concessions were ' 
made by both sides, the advocates of 
the game and those who were oppos- 
ed to it, and the intensity of the feel- 
Ing quieted down considerably tefore 
the game. 


So unpleasant was the entire affair 


that both sides felt that the occur- 
rence would not be repeated this year. 
Grand Army men and those who agree 
with them in thinking that Memorial 
day should not be desecrated by ath- 
letic sports felt confident that neither 
the University of Wisconsin nor Be- 
loit college would attempt to play 
another game in this city where such 
a strong sentiment of opposition had 
been exhibited. 
As a matter of fact 


the managers said unofficially and la 
a casual way that when they came 
to Janesville again they would come 
on another date. 
After the game 


they were so pleased with the patron- 
age that they promised this city a 
game on this year's schedule. 


The great success of the game last 


year gave the base ball enthusisasts 
confidence that it could be repeated 
this year without any trouble. 
They 


relied on the fact that the Grand 
Army would wish to avoid a repetition 
of the unpleasant notoriety 
which 


they achieved by their protest 'of last 
year. 
In truth they regarded that 


protest as a matter of rorm which 
the Grand Army felt was required of 
them. 
Last year's game had been 


an innovation in Janesville and much 
of the feeling was due to that fact 
and would not be aroused by a second 
game. 


So when this year's Wisconsin-Be- 


loit schedule was made out Janesville 
was put down for the Memorial day 
game. 
The announcement caused 


no great sensation although the ex- 
soldiers wer mildly surprised and the 
base ball enthusiasts were highly elat- 
ed over it. 


When Supt. Hurd of the street rail- 


way company tried to rent Athletic 
Park, however, he ran against the 
snag which is liable to prevent the1 
game. 
The park is owned by sev- 


eral business men and they refused 
to rent it for Memorial day. 
The 


only way in which Supt. Hiird could 
secure it for that day was to lease it 
for the entire year. 
This Supt. Hurd 


refused to do, it being essentially a 
money losing proposition. 
The own- 


ers of the park will not lease it to 
anyone who will permit Sunday ball 
games and no one can make money by 
running a ball park ini this city with- 
out the Sunday game. 


Therefore, unless some one is will 


ing to lease Athletic, park for the en- 
tire year, thus securing control of it 
for Memorial day or another ball 
park is laid out, which is quite improb- 
able, the Wisconsin-Beloit game can- 
not be accommodated on May 30 in 
this city.

PLANS EXECUTED. WITH CARE. 


Intrepid Kansai General and Jilt Little 


Handful of Follower* Took Despurato 
Cbmnce* In tbe EDemy'a Country—Fooled 
Filipino with Friendly Natlvei. 


Manila, March 29.—'Brigadier-Gener- 


al Funston has just told how.he had 
effected the capture of Emilio Agui- 
naldo, leader of the Filipino 
insur- 


gents. The capture was brought about 
March 23, and the prisoner was landed 
in jail in this city yesterday. The 
statement of General Funston ia as 
follows: 


The confidential agent of Aguinaldo 


arrived Feb. 28 at Pantabangan, in 
the province of Neuva Ecija, northern 
[Luzon, with letters dated Jan. li. 12 
and 14. These letters were from Emil- 
io Aguinaldo, and directed Baldermero 
'Aguinaldo to take command of 
the 


province of central Luzon, supplanting 
General Alejandrino. Emilio Aguinal- 
do also ordered that 400 men be sent 
him as soon as possible, saying that 
•the bearer b£ the letters would guide 
these men to where Aguinaldo was 
General Funston secured the 
corre- 


spondence of Aguinaldo's agent and 
laid his plans accordingly. 


Rcaorled to Stratagem. 


Some months previously he had cap 


tured the camp of the insurgent gen 
eral Lacun, incidentally obtaining La 
cuna's seal, official papers and a quan- 
tity of signed correspondence. From 
this, material two letters were con- 
structed, ostensibly 
from Lacun 
to 


Aguinaldo. One of these contained in- 
. formation as to the progress or tne 
war. 
The other asserted that, pursu- 


ant to orders received from Balderme- 
TO Aguinaldo, Lacuna was sending his 
'best company to Presidente Emilio 
Aguinaldo. 
The plans completed and 


approved, General Funston came 
to 


Manila and organized his expedition, 
.selecting seventy-eigh't Macabebes, all 
of 
"whom 
spoke Tagalog 
fluently. 


Twenty wore insurgent uniforms' and 
the others the dress of Filipino labor- 
ers. This Macaibebe company, armed 
with fifty Mausers, eighteen Reming- 
tons and ten Krag-Jorgehsons, was 
commanded by Captain Russell T. Haz- 
zard of the Eleventh 
United States 


Volunteer Cavalry. With him was his 
brother, Lieutenant Oliver P. M. Haz- 
zard, of the same regiment. 


- Every Man Was Flcked. 


Captain Harry W. Newton, Thirty- 


fourth Infantry, was taken because of 
his familiarity with Casiguran bay. 
and Lieutenant Burton 
J. Mitchell, 


'Fortieth Infantry, went 
as General 


.Funston's aid. Tliese were the only 
Americans accompanying the leader's 
expedition. With the Macabebes were 
four ex-insurgent officers, one being 
a Spaniard and the other three Taga- 
los, whom General Funston trusted 
implicitly. 
General Funston and the 


officers wore plain blue shirts 
and 


khaki trousers. They carried each a 
ihalf-blanket, but wore no insignia of 
rank. The Macabebes were carefully 
instructed to obey the' orders of the 
four ex-insurgent 
officers. . On 
the 


night of March S the party embarked 
on the United States gunboat Vicks- 
iburg. It was originally intended to 
take cascoes from the island of Dolillo 
and to drift to the mainland, but a 
storm arose and- three of the cascoes 
.were lost. This plan was abandoned. 
'A-t 2 a. m., 'March 14, the Vicksburg 
put her lights out and ran inshore 
twenty-five miles south of Casiguran, 
province of Principe. Tbe party land- 
ed and marched to Casiguran. The 
(Americans had never garrisoned this 
place, and the inhabitants are strong 
Insurgent sympathizers. 


I>]»fr.nlced -as Prisoners. 


Having arrived there, the ex-insur- 


gent officers, ostensibly commanding 


• the party, announced that they were 
on the way to join Aguinaldo between 
Pautobang and Baler; that they had 
surprised an American surveying par- 
ty and that they had killed a num- 
ber, capturing five. They exhibited 
General Funston and the other AmerU 
cans as their prisoners. 
The insur- 


gent Presidente of Casiguran believed 
the story. Two of the Lucuna letters 
previously concocted, were forwarded 
to Aguinaldo at Palanan,' province of 
Jsabela. 
General Funston 
and the 


others were kept imprisoned for three 
flays, surreptitiously giving orders at 
night. On the morning o£ March 17, 
taking a small quantity of cracked 
corn, the party started on a ninety- 
mile march to Palanan. The country 
is rough and uninhabited, and.provis- 
ions could not be secured. The party 
Me small shellfish, but were almost 
starved. Wading swift rivers, climb- 
ing precipitous mountains and pene- 
trating dense jungles, they marched 
seven days and nights, and on March 
22 had reached a point eight miles 
from Palanan. They were now so weak 
tnat it was necessary to send to Aguin- 
aldo's camp for food. Aguinaldo dis- 
patched supplies and directed that the 
American prisoners be kindly treated, 
but not be allowed to enter the town. 


Quick Thcniclit Required. 


On the morning of March 23 the ad- 


vance was resumed. The column was 
met by the staff officers of Aguinaldo 
and a detachment of Aguinaldo's body- 
guard, which was ordered 
to 
take 


charge of the Americans. While ono 
of the ex-insurgent officers conversed 
with Aguinaldo's aid, and a Span- 
iard, sent a courier to warn General 
Funston and the rest, who, with eleven 


HacaBebes7 were about an hour behind, 
laving received this warning, General 
Funston dodged Aguinaldo's detach- 
ment and joined the column, avoiding 
observation. 
The Tagolas went ahead 


to greet Aguinaldo and the column 
slowly followed, finally 
arriving 
at 


?alanan. Aguinaldo's household troops, 
iifty men, lined up to receive the new- 
comers. 
General 
Funston's 
men 


rossed the 
river 
in 
small boata, 


tormed. on the bank, and marched to 
the right and then In front of the in- 
surgent grenadiers. The Tagalos en- 
tered the house where Aguinaldo was. 
Fighting soon began. When the flring 
began Genera/ "Funston assumed com- 
mand, and directed the attack on the 
house, personally assisting in the cap- 
ture 
of Aguinaldo. The 
insurgent 


bodyguard fled, leaving twenty rifles. 
Santiago 
Barcelona, 
the 
insurgent 


treasurer, surrendered without resist- 
ance. When captured Aguinaldo was 
tremendously excited, but he calmed 
down under General Funston's assur- 
ance that he would be well treated.
